China, P.R. Shanghai. Traces of CW and other indications of a SW relay 
have been noted on Peking's Japanese service here; Shanghai location has 
been quoted, and, as it is clearly a relay, will so accept. (Wood,Hawaii) 
East Germany. Man speaking in unID lang at 2140 on 1/29, then signal 
suddenly faded. This was not the old Dresdensignal by any means, but was 
probably East Germany as their network goes off the air from 2145 to 
2200.
